During August 1970, a confidential source, who has 
supplied reliable information in the past, advised that on 
August 21, 1970, Jack Kiing, State Secretary, Communist 
Party of Illinois, stated that. the Communist Party of Illinois 
had been requested to select five young blacks to be given a 
tour of the Middle East, primarily Jordan and the United Arab 
Republic (UAR), for the purpose of propagandizing the Arab 
position among blacks in the United States. 


On August 24, 1970, a second confidential source, 
who has supplied reliable information in the past, advised a 
group of five Negroes were scheduled to depart Chicago CHare 
International Airport by Olympic Airlines, Flight 420, on 
fugust 24, 1976, One of the group of five persons was Mary 
Christine Claybourne Johnson.
